London, Get. 21- Indications that, 
having taken Antwerp and Ostend, 
the Germans are making their final 
preparations for the much talked of 
attack on England, are contained* In a 
dispatch received here from Rotter 
aam Haying that the German fleet at 
Kiel Is being provisioned extensively 
and that the German marines who 
have been at Antwerp are leaving to 
rejoin the fleet. 
With the failure of the first Ger­ 
man rush toward 
Paris, when the 
kaiser's masses were hurled back in 
the bat tle of the Marne and driven 
bark to the present lines, military

naval experts predicted freely 
that the next great German strate ­ 
gical move would be made against 
London.
